Postal Don’ts. 


Don’t mail any letter until you are 
sure that it is completed and properly 
addressed. 

Don’t place the address so that there 
will be no room for the post mark. 

Don’t fail, in the hurry ef business, 
to write the name of the state you in- 
tend and not your own—a very com- 
mon error. 

Don’t fail to make certain that your 
manner of writing the name of an office 
or state may not cause it te be mistaken 
for one similar in appearance. It 1s 
often better to-write the name of the 
office for which your letter is intended, 
to consult the Postal Guide, which any 
postmaster will be pleased to show you. 

Don’t fail to give the street and house 
number of the person for whom mail 
matter is intended in addressing it to a 
city or large town. 

Don’t mail any letter until you are 
sure that 1t is properly stamped. 

Don’t fail to place the stamp in the 
upper right hand corner. 

Don’t write on the envelope ‘In 
haste,” ‘‘Care of Postmaster,’’ etc; it 
does no good, and tends to confusion in 
the rapid handling of mail matter, » 

Don’t fail to bear in mind that it is 
unlawful to inclose matter of a higher 
class in one that is lower, e. g., mer- 
chandise in newspapers. 

Don’t mail any letter unless your ad- 
dress, with a request to return, is upon 
the face of the envelope, so that in case 
of non-delivery it will be returned di- 
rectly to you. 

Don’t fail to give your correspond- 


ents your full address, so that a new 
postmaster cannot fail to find you. 

Don’t fail to notify your postmaster 
of any change 1n your address. 


Don’t trust to the fact that you are 
“fan old resident,” ‘*well known citi- 
zen,”’ etc., but have your letter ad- 
dressed in full. 

Don’t fail, if you intend to go away 
from home for any length of time, to 
inform your postmaster what’ disposi- 
tion shall be made of your mail. 

Don’t delay the delivery of any mail 
matter that you may take out for an- 
other. 

Don’t fail to sign your letters in full, 
so that if they fail to reach the dead 
letter office they may be promptly re- 
turned. 

Don’t, when you fail to receive an 
expected letter, charge the postal ser. 
vice with its loss until you have learned 
from your correspondent all the facts 
in regard to its mailing, contents, ete. 

Don’t mail a parcel without pre- 
viously weighing it to ascertain the 
proper amount of postage. 

Don’t wrap a parcel in such manner 
that the wrapper may become separated 
from the contents, 

Don’t seal or wrap parcels in such 
manner that their contents may not be 
easily examined. 

Don’t mail parcels to foreign-coun- 
tries, other than Canada or Mexico, in 
execution of an order or asa gift, un- 
less the postage is prepaid at 5 cents 
per half ounce. : 

Don’t attempt to send merchandise 
to foreign countries by ‘‘parcels post?’ 
unless your postmaster be consulted 
concerning the country addressed and 
the manner of mailing matter thereto. 

Don’t fail to put the address of the 
sender on each parcel before mailing. 
This to facilitate a return to the sender 
in the event of non-delivery.—United 
States Postal Guide.

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An Idea for the Girls. 


A Grand Rapids man, called to ad- 
dress the Woman’s Press Association 
of Michigan at a summer assembly said 
he ‘‘had little idea that this most ex- 
cellent and intellectual body of women 
were so numerous and so theroughly 
alive to newspaper interests.’? He en- 
joyed their unique reports, especially 
that of the widew, left without either 
experience or capital, with a newspa- 
per on her hands, who bought a dic- 
tionary, moved the cradle into the 
office while she prepared copy and fi- 
nally built up a good business circula- 
tion. 

Here is a field for the talents of An- 
dover girls who are not drawn to the 
great work of teaching. The printed 
word flies stronger than one spoken. I 
hold a letter signed ‘“‘W. F. Draper” 
dated Dec. 17, 1862: ‘If you would like 
to learn to set type, call etc.;’’ and.tied 
up with it isa page contributed from 
his memorandum book, with a list of 
old comrades, applicants from 1862 to 
1864 many “to learn the trade.’? In 
those war times, we youngsters wanted 
to get ready to fill the places left empty 
by the men falling in the field. Moses 
A. Dow advised me at the time to learn 
to set type and to read proof, while I 
was waiting for a school under the old 
‘‘prddential system.’”? A man or wo- 
man trained at our thorough Andover 
office needed no other recommendation 
with any other publisher in the coun- 
try. 

A bit of finer work elsewhere kept 
me from this venture in *72, but later 
on, a year with Mr. Draper’s Andover 
Advertiser, which came in with the ‘all 
round’? duties of his clerk—awoke an 
Immense interést in newspaper work 
which grows as I watch the fascinating 
whirl of the TownsMAN’s wheels, and 
now if I only knew how to ‘‘set up” I 
would easily catch the press work and 
have the whole business. . On this an- 
cient leaf, I find a father applying for 


a chance for his daughter.; We will 
never—-forget.that gentle, reliable 


worker, never absent, who passed away 
to better tasks, succeeded by a sister 
just as efficient, as her long service on 
Lawrence American testifies. Here is 
another name,—one of our best proof 
readers, always to be found in the lead- 
ing Cambridge houses till the severe 
strain taxed the failing eye, andasa 
successful trained nurse, she now 
alternates between press and _ hospital 
—an absolute necessity for some tem- 
peraments who cannot travel safely too 
long in one rut. 

A mother, whose daughter will soon 
leave school, asked me the other day, 
what the child could learn to do here 
in Andover beside teaching or dress- 
making, so that she could stay a little 
longer under home influences._F- could 
not think of anything better than Jearn- 
ing to set type in our office. ‘‘A first- 
class atmosphere,’”’ ‘‘a nice set of 
young folks,’’ said I. And it seems 
the little woman had thought of the 
same line of work herself. I do hope 
that the Andover Press will have such 
a rush of business that it can supply 
work for all the ‘‘prentices’’ who 
apply. 

Compositors, telegraph operators, 
type writers, and gown makers need in 
addition to a good public school train- 
ing, some kind of business experience 
like the Normal extension for, young 
teachers. There is a chance fora keen 
little woman at T. A. Holt’s on the 
small wares, and a clean place in every 
respect for any girl to get if Mr. H. 
would make it forone. To be able to 
make a woman buy a thing she doesn’t 
want, to grapple with the awful mys- 
tery of a trial balance sheet, to write a 
business letter mistaken for a man’s— 
I owe what little gumption I have, to 
three shrewd business men, into whose 
different lines of business, a thin pocket 
book guided my spare time between 
“‘schools.’’? It was better than a col- 
lege training for one who loves study 
and hates business as I do. At this 
end of the thirty long years, when so 
much more is done for girls, you don’t 
need to be a business booby—(the only 
name that fits a woman wno can’t keep 
a cash account). 

Between the tasty and true setting 
up of a TOWNSMAN column and the 
management jof a great concern like 
Mrs. Frank Leslie’s, there is’ many a 
gap—like that jolly round-the-world 
trip of Eliz.

While we are gratefnl to the fertile 
brain that evolves all of the remarka- 
ble effusions for assistance in making 
the TOWNSMAN grow, we cannot help 
sincerely deploring; the sign of degener- 
acy, and entire overlooking of the truth, 
that is so dorminant in one advertised 
to be studying for the Christian minis- 
try in-our own beloved Seminary. We 
shall not refer to this matter again, and 
do so now only to assure our readers 
that they will continue to find us giv- 
ing all the news accurately and fully. 


A scurrilous dispatch, purporting to 
emanate from Andover, but which 
probably was hatched in Lawrence, 
was published in the New York Sun, a 
few days ago, severely reflecting on our 
respected fellow-townsman, Prof. J. P. 
Gulliver of the Seminary. A garbled 
and perverted report of one of his 
recent discourses alleged that it was an 
attack on his colleagues of the faculty 
in the same institution. The New York 
Independent sent a man here to inter- 
view Prof. Gulliver and get the tmanu- 
script of the sermon referred to, and 
thus the wicked slander was given its 
quietus; but this does not condone the 
original offense. Such a misuse of the 
mighty power of the press can not be 
too severely reprehended. 


Avery happy selection has been 
made by the managers ef the Colum- 
bian Exposition ‘at Chicago, as the ora- 
tor for Ceremonial Day on May 1, 1893. 
Ex-Prest. Emilio Castelar, the famous 
Spanish republican and scholar, has ac- 
cepted the task. He is a brilliant 
speaker, as well as a profound thinker 
and writer. An effert worthy of the 
occasion may be confidently expected 
from him. 


Before our paper shall again appear, 
the presidential election will be a mat- 
ter of record. If the preponderance 
should be very strong in favor of either 
of the leading candidates, the result 
may be known by next Friday; but 
some of the close states may lead to 
prolonged controversy, should the 
majority of electoral votes be small. 
Let us all hope for the best and be 
patient. 


Maverick Bank Again. 


The celebrated case of the Maverick 
Bank at Boston, wrecked by the ras- 
cality of some of its efficials, has again 
been brought to public attention. 
Three men, Prest. A. P. Potter, Col. 
Jonas H. French, and Thomas: Dana, 
were found guilty of fraudulent and il- 
legal transactions, but their counsel 
filed demurrers and secured an arrest 
of judgment. Judge Putnam of the 
U.S. Cirewit Court has carefully con- 
sidered these points and has sustained 
the demurrers in favor of French 
and Dana. But, in the case of Prest. 
Potter, he holds that 56 out of the 88 
objections are invalid, and therefere 
the distinguished offender will have to 
take his punishment, unless the in- 
genuity of his attorneys can devise 
some new expedient to save him. 

In regard to French and Dana, 
who have secured a decision in their 
favor, it is said that new indictments 
will be brought up against them, for 
other misdeeds connected with the 
same institution. They are not out of 
trouble yet, therefore. It is refreshing 
to see Justice bagging some large game, 
once in a while.

The Railroad Consolidation. 


The new alliance,offensive and defen- 
sive, between the Reading (Penn.) and 
the Boston and Maine Railroads consti- 
tutes the latest sensation in business- 
circles in this part of the country, As 
one result, Prest. Frank Jones of the 
Boston and Maine becomes simply 
chairman of the board of directors of 
that corporation, his place as president 
having been taken by Prest. McLeod of 
the Reading read. The commercial 
probabilities of this new through line 
between the New England States and 
the West are very great, and it is be- 
lieved that Boston especially will profit 
largely from the present arrangement. 

It would be amusing, if it were not 
80 suggestive of corruption by money, 
to see how quickly Senator Chandler of 
New Hampshire applied to the new 
executive of the two roads for some in- 
timation as to what would be his policy 
in the political and cerporation con- 
flicts of the Granite State. We hope 
the assurance ef Prest. McLeod will be 
verified, that he will not engage in any 
such contests. But it strains our credu- 
lity to the last degree, all the same; for 
the influence of the great railroad sys- 
tems of New Hampshire have for so 
many years been felt in elections that 
it will be a striking case of the “leopard 
changing his spots” if this sort of busi- 
ness is hereafter to cease. Prest. 
McLeod has spoken well; now let him 
act up to his pledge, and the public will 
recognize in him a genuine benefactor.

FOR OUR PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


The Townsman offers Prizes for Special 
Essays. Competition open tothe 
Public School Children 
of Andover. 


At the meeting of the school teachers 
last Friday afternoon, Mr. Cole, the 
editor of the TowNsMAN, after alluding 
to the reasons for such a course, offered 
in behalf of the TownsMAN, prizes to be 
known as the “Townsman English 
Prizes,” for the best essays to be writ- 
ten by the pupils of our public schools, 
on a general subject to be decided upon 
by the special committee, and to be 
adapted to each special locality by the 
teacher in that locality. Miss Wilbur 


and Miss McLawlin were the committee 


of the teachers chosen to arrange details

CONDITIONS OF THE COMPETITION, 


The teachers in all of Andover’s public 
schools will within ashort time revise 
the following gencral subject to suit 
their own peculiar locality: ‘‘Andover’s 
Advantages and Attractions. How can 
the Town be helped in its Development.’’ 
By adapting this to each special location, 
we mean for example, let the teacher in 
Scotland District consider the peculiar 
charms of that part of our town; it can- 
not be considered as an ideal manufac- 
turing place, but its high hills and beau- 
tiful sunsets make it a beautiful location 
for residences if there were some means 
of getting there. Hence, for this local- 
ity some such subject as ‘The attractive- 
ness of Scotland District asa residence 
suburb, and how best to develop it’’ 
might be a very fruitful theme for this 
section, And the Abbot Village teacher 
can at once see in our large mills and 
thriving industries a bright topic to put 
before her scholars for an essay very 
close to the general subject. 

These special subjects will be approved 
by. the special committee and about Dec, 
ist each scholar whom the teacher may 
consider old enough will be required to 
write an essay on the special subject as- 
signed, These essays will be read in 
school and a week later those of the 
scholars who may desire will write a sec- 
ond essay upon the same subject and 
whatever are considered by the teachers 
as worthy will be sent, without any cor- 
rection, to the TownsMAN for publica- 
tion. 

The judges will pass upon printed es- 
says and will render their decision at the 
annual Commencement in June. 

The essays will be limited toone thous- 
and words in length and, may be as much 
shorter as the writer pleases. The judges 
will be well-known Andover persons, 
and good English, a knowledge of the 
subject, and the value of the suggestions 
offered for Andover’s improvement, will 
be considered in awarding the prizes, as 
well as age of writer. 

The first two prizes will be awarded to 
the schools, and the third to the writer 
of the best essay. The prizes offered are 
$10 to the school sending in the best es- 
say, $5 to the school furnishing the sec- 
ond best, and aset of books, valued at 
$5 or the money, to the writer of the 1st 
prize essay. 

Every scholar in Andover will have an 
opportunity to compete for the prizes, 
and in the month between the announce- 
ment of the subject and the time of writ- 
ing they may get all the information pos- 
sible from any source, to furnish data 
for their essays. Let every scholar in 
Andover’s public schools try for the 
TOWNSMAN prizes, and if it is a success 
this year, we shall hope to make it an 
annual offer.

WHY I AM A REPUBLICAN. 


BY THE VICE-PRESIDENT OF P.A. REPUB- 
LICAN CDUB. 


When I was asked the above question 
I considered it a fair one, and as a young 
man determined to answer it as follows. 

The outcome of this campaign will be 
a victory for one of but two parties, the 
Democratic and Republican, and unless 
a man wishes his vote to go for naught, 
he must cast itin the interest-of-dne or 
the other of these. 

I prefer the Republican party for these 
reasons. It is progressive, positive, and 
represents facts. On the other hand, the 
Democratic party is one of exploded 
ideas, negative in its actions, and repre- 
sents theories only, at its best. The 
Republican party has met issue after 
issue of the greatest importance and has 
disposed of them wisely, as subsequent 
history has proven. The Democrats were 
opposed to it on every one of these is- 
sues and yet have not learned the error 
of their way. 

The Republican party is the better be- 
cause it is American in principle, and 
seeks to protect American industries 
from unfair competition by its tariff sys- 
tem, while at the same time it provides 
increased markets for the American pro- 
ducer, The tariff system has tended 
greatly to diversify the industries of our 
country, and this is one of the surest con- 
ditions of prosperity.

Again, I prefer the Republican party 
because it is unquestionably in favor of 
a@ sound currency and a banking system 
superior to any other yet proposed, 
neither of which is wholly true of the 
Democratic party. And if the Demo- 
cratic party were sound on these ques- 
tions, I should hesitate to unite with 
them, because they seek to gain power 
by uniting with the Farmers’ Alliance 
and other petty parties whose financial 
schemes'are equally visionary. 

Further, the Republican party has put 
itself on record as the champion’ of 
human rights, and asa defender of our 
national constitution. The Democratic 
party, on the other hand, inits greatest 
stronghold designedly and systematically 
disregards the very principles its name 
suggests, and secures a representation 
based upon a constituency mainly de- 
prived of its constitutional rights. 

According to the report of a faithful 
Democratic officer, we are enjoying un- 
usual prosperity. The Republican candi- 
date has proven his ability as an able 
executive, the business interests of the 
country are upon a firm basis, and the 
whole administration has been singularly 
worthy of admiration. The Democrats 
offer nothing better, besides there would 
be great business interruptions and 
losses consequent to a change of adminis- 
trations. 

As a young man, together with the 
great majority of the young men, and 
especially those in our institutions of 
learning, I consider the Republican party 
more worthy of support because it has 
the grander history, more intelligent sup- 
porters, among whom are the leading 
business meu of the country and the 
majority of her most illustrious names, 
and because it does not keep itself in 
power by fraud and intimidation.

WHY I AM A DEMOCRAT. 


BY THE PRESIDENT OF P.A. DEMOCRATIC 
CLUB. 


Iam a Democrat not because I was 
reared in the Democratic South in a Dem 
ocratic home, nor that I fear in the least 
that ‘‘boogaboo” cry of negro denomina- 
tion. 
till the battle of 1890 in which the McKin- 
ley bill played so important a part. The 
political eye seemed to be so generally 
cast upon this bill that I felt that every 
true American ought to be a sort of poli- 
tician in himself. After looking into the 
histories and platforms of the two par- 
ties I have resolved to cast my lot with 
the Democrats for the following reasons: 

Because of the position of the two great 
parties upon tariff which I consider is 
the matter of most national importance. 
The broad discussion has made every one 
familiar with it. The Republican party 
represents high duties on raw materials, 
such as wood, coal and iron ore. The Dem. 
ocratic party, free raw material, with fair 
duties on manufactured articles. The 
latter would amply protect our labor, al- 
low us to carry on business with less cap- 
ital and furnish manufactured goods at 
lower prices, or better goods at the same 
prices. 

Because advances in wages have been 
the results of threatened strikes rather 
than due to the McKinley bill or any 
other tariff measure. I will cite one in- 
stance, that of the mills at Fall River 
where the Republicans claim wages have 
been increased. These laborers did not 
getan advance in cents, but in time, which 
was due to the 58-hour law and a threat- 
ened strike. Because I believe as Mr, 
John Sherman, that eminent Republican, 
has so ably said: ‘‘that every advance 
toward a free exchange in commodities. 
is an advance in civilization.’ Every 
obstruction to commerce 18 a tax upon 
consumption. Every facility to a free 
exchange cheapens commodities, in- 
creases trade and production, and pro- 
motes civilization. Nothing is worse 
than sectionalism within a nation, and 
nothing is better for the peace of nations 
than unrestricted intercourse. 

Because I firmly believe that the cur- 
rency is safer in the hands of Mr. Cleve- 
land than with President Harrison. For 
we know Mr. Cleveland raised his voice 
against free silver when his party was 
clamoring so loudly for it, and that at a 
time when he was sure to be nominated 
for the Presidency if he would only keep 
quiet. Buthe threw aside his chances 
for the highest office in the republic by 
antagonizing, in obedience to his con- 
victions of the public interest. We fur- 
ther know that President Harrison sanc- 
tioned the Sherman silver act of 1890 and 
as he has publicly stated that he was 
ready to serve his party at all times, it 
stands to reason that if his party were to 
represent to him that some western cam- 
paign contribntors desired antother-free 
coinage or Sherman silver bill, he would 
approve it. For he not has shown his 
weakness for party? Has he not acted 
according to the dictations of Mr. Blaine 
in all important affairs? 

Because, of that iniquitous measure 
termed the force bill which is nominally 
to provide only machinery of control for 
state and national elections, by disfran- 
chising the free and crippling the weak. 

Because there is something intensely 
ludicrous in President Harrison’s civil 
service reform. He has failed to redeem 
the first of his solemn pledges in this 
particular. His conduct of both home 
and foreign appointments have been a 
disgrace to the American people and a 
stain upon the Republican party. 

Finally, I am a Democrat because like 
Thomas Jefferson, I am opposed to that 
false and vicious principle of government 
which, although denounced by the states- 
men who founded our nation, is to-day 
the very essence of the Republican high 
tariff position viz. “that the government 
should protect the rich, and the rich take 
care of the poor.”

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WHY I AM A PROHIBITIONIST. 


BY THE SECRETARY OF P. A. PROHIBI 
TION CLUB. 


I am a Prohibitionist because the Pro- 
hibition party is the party of principle. 
It is the party which stands for America 
and for true American principles, which 
stands for the American home and Amer- 
ican manhood, which stands for God and 
the right, which stands for America free, 
the only one which takes any stand 
against the greatest enemy of all these. 

The greatest question before the Amer- 
ican people to-day is the liquor question, 
The greatest evil in America is the drink 
curse. The only party which opposes 
this is the Prohibition party. The United 
States government is a slave to the liquor 
power. It does not dare and can not 
pass any measure detrimental to the 
liquor interests. This power is in the 
hands of men who are not worthy to be 
called American citizens. A large pro- 
portion of them are not Americans in 
any sense of the word, and yet they hold 
this nation in a grasp almost as inexor- 
able as fate; are a power before which 
the United States government trembles 
and at whose feet it grovels in the dust. 

Millions of the American people are 
held in a slavery whose bondage 18 more 
cruel, more exacting and more degrad- 
ing than that under which the down- 
trodden African suffered. The great 
Republican and Democratic parties do 
not pretend to try to meet this question 
in any way whatever.

Love- 
joy was murdered by a mob in the streets 
of Alton, Illinois, because he upheld Abol- 
itionist principles.

The 
United Strtes government forced slavery 
upon Illinois; it is now forcing rum upon

The Prohibition party is small, but it 
is powerful; it is on the side of right. It 
is mentioned with ridicule by the citizens 
of Andover because its numbers are few. 
It is said that because they cannot elect 
their men all votes cast for the cause 
would be wasted. If five of the most in- 
fluential_men of Andover who believe in 
the prohibition of the liquor traffic should 
firmly take their stand with the Prohibi- 
tion party and vote with it, it would be 
mentioned only with respect by the citi- 
zens of Andover, and four years from 
now it would have a power in Andover 
that would be felt all over Massachusetts. 
Votes and influence given to the cause of 
right are never lost. If they dono more, 
they make the men who cast them better 
and stronger men than they were before. 
We all believe the right will be victorious 
some day, and even if the Prohibition 
party shall have failed of accomplishing 
its full purpose, it will have a share in 
the final great victory.

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IN BOSTON MARKETS. 


Summer Varieties Giving Way 
to Those of Winter. 


Potato Receipts are Liberal Although the 
High Prices Prevailing Have Had a 
Tendency to Retard Trade. 


Boston, Nov. 8.—A visitor to Boston’s 
market finds business fully up to past 
‘weeks’ trade, with a visible decrease only 
in the summer varieties of the truck mar- 
ket. The poultry and game market is 
just beginning to be a feature, the open 
season insuring a large supply of wild 
fowl, while poultry are coming in good 
quality. Nice turkeys sell for 22 to 23 
cents, while ducks bring 14 and geese 15 
cents. 

The Supply in the Truck Market 
is settling down to the standard of winter 
varieties. Perishable goods -have little 
call except in the cases of spinach and let- 
tuce. The middlemen do not choose to 
buy largely of squash, which. at thistime 
of year it is customary for them to stock 
np with, until they can determine more 
fully what the western supply will be. 
The feeling is, however, that the west will 
ship quantities enough to keep our mar- 
ket at about the present quotations, which 
is $1.50 for the hard shell and hybrid vari- 
eties. Cauliflower isin large supply and 
selling lower than last week, a long box 
of ten flowers being quoted at $1.25, with 
inferior stock cheaper. Spinach is in more 
request and demand is not, however,above 
the supply, consequently the market re- 
mains the same as in the past two weeks 
at 20 cents per bushel in large lots. 
The Market in Celery 

this week takes a wide range. Nice lots 
of Boston market and Pascal varieties will 
bring $2 per long box of three dozen 
bunches, Growers who have-ventured to 
raise the early Paris golden find it a drug 
on their hands, for the market is al- 
ready overstocked and prices are weak 
at $2 per box, some lots of small stock 
selling as low as $1 per box of three 
dozwn bunches. That part of the crop 
which is being putted this year is fully 


‘ up in quantity to that of past years, 


The weather of late has been so fav- 


_orable that rapid development is in- 


sured and dealers believe that prices will 
be somewhat higher this winter with a 
full supply. 

Onions remain at about the same price 
as has prevailed the past month, selling 
from $2.50 to $2.75 per barrel. Speculators 
have dealt largely in this drop during the 
past few weeks with the idea that as soon 
as the stock now on the market, which is 
soft and will not admit of long keeping, is 
worked off prices will take an upward 
turn, 

Turnips, both rutabaga and white vari- 


* eties, are in good demand, and very readily 


clean up after each invoice at $1.25 for rut- 
abaga and $1.25 and $1.50 for the white 
French. 

Potato receipts are liberal, and trade 
cannot be quoted as particularly active, 
The retailers have not yet waked upto 
the situation that this property ‘is scarce 
and 

Prices Must Be Higher 
in the near future. At this time of the 
year there should be a leading up by the 
retail trade of a stock for the winter, but 
the high prices have created a halting dis- 
position, retailers not being willing to pay 
50 cents to 8 cents per bushel for Aroos- 
took rose and hebrons, When a full 
understanding of the situation is arrived 
at it is thought that the retailers will buy 
at present prices, Boston market today 
can be said to be governed by Nova Scotia 
and Prince Edward Island stock, mainly 
consisting of chanangoes and white stars, 
These cost at port of shipment 30 cents 
per bushel. The freight is 141-2- cents, 
added to this the duty of 2% cents per 
bushel, put on by the McKinley bill, and 
1 cent for wharfage, makes the cost price 
here at 70 1-2 cents per bushel. Dealers 
expect to make 5 cents per bushel. This 
makes the complete price now current, 
%5 1-2 cents per bushel. There is a certain 
class of buyers who will have the che- 
nango, and from this fact the price of 
their sale somewhat regulates the other 
varieties. 
Butter, 

The Boston butter market still con- 
tinues a few cents behind New York and 
Chicago, and from this fact shipments 
from Boston are not as largeas from other 
markets. . Dealers feel, notwithstanding 
the light shipments, there is enough stock 
in the cold storage, and this will satisfy 
all demands of the trade, at the same 
time giving a good profit on its cost price, 
Boston dealers think that owing to the 

bundance of fall feed, eastern and north- 
ern creameries will keep the supply 
steady, thus making up for any shrinkage 
in western receipts. The Boston market 
is backward in the advance of prices in 
the western part of the country, sales be- 
ing principally at 26 or 27 cents for west- 
ern fresh creamery and 27 to 28 for north- 
ern, No regular sales of western are 
reported above 27 1-2 to 28. cents, but with 
Elgin butter at 28 cents and New York 
butter at 29 cents it looks as though Bos- 
ton buyers would be obliged to mark up 
their offers somewhat. Vermont dairy is 
plentiful, 26 cents being the limit, and 
ordinary lots are lower, Everything looks 
like an advance in this market, 

Eggs. 

Reliable eggs are scarce and prices are 
made ata decided advance. Eastern ex- 
tras at 24 to 26 cents; western, 2 to 24; 
Nova Scotia, 22 to 23, and nearby, ¥7 to 2. 


Limed eggs are quiet, buyers preferring: 


cold storage. 
Fruit. 

Early varieties of trait can be considered 
quite out of the market, their places  be- 
ing supplied by the cold storage product, 
Still there is a quantity of No. 2 fruit on 
the market that it would not pay to 
store. Until this is off the market there 
will be no call forthe cold storage, What 
No. 1 stock there is offering sells for $2.50 
per bushel. 

Grapes are cleaning -up—a_littlemore 
rapidly, Concords bringing 2 to 3 1-2 cents 
a pound and Delawares at 15 to 18 cents 
for a five-pound basket. Florida oranges 
have just started to come and. sell for $6 
to $7a barrel. Cranberries are in a little 
over supply and the market is therefore 
weak; $5.50 is quoted for a 100-barrel, 
with stock selling to the first bidder,

The Wagon of the Canadian Half Breed. 

By preference and from lack of 
other timber the half breed of the 
northwestern plains constructs his 
cart of poplar, the characteristic 
vehicle for all purposes in summer 
and his sledge or jumper for winter 
use. With his ax, an auger and his 
buffalo knife for tools, in a short 
time he builds a light, stout cart 
singularly well adapted to his 
circumstances. As ordinarily con- 
structed it contains, like the harness 
with which it is attached to the 
draft animal, not a particle of iron. 
The wheels are well,;framed to 
gether and are about ‘five feet in 
diameter. The spokes are well driven 
into the nave, the pieces of the felly 
are doweled together and the struc: 
ture dishes after the most approved 
fashion. 

The pony or the bullock which is 
to supply the motive power is har- 
nessed between two large, light 
shafts, and upon the axle of the cart 
a light framework is built to contain 
the packages which are to form the 
load. It is lined and floored with 
thin boards wrought out of trees with 
the ax, or, more recently, the whip- 
saw. On such a cart.a load of 800 
pounds can be carried with safety, 
as its strength is such that repairs 
are rarely necessary.—C, A. Kenas- 
ton in Century. 


Some Police Statistics. 

During one year in New York city 
lodgings were given at various sta- 
tion houses to 69,485 women and 
78,137 men. The police helped 115 
people whe were overcome by the 
heat, 409 sufferers from alcoholism, 
170 who attempted suicide, 8 who 
were kicked by horses, 7 who were 
bitten by dcgs, 10 who were asphyx- 
iated by gas and 2 who were suffer- 
ing from elstric shocks.

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A SAILOR’S BURIAL. 


An Impressive Service at Sea on Board a 
Man-of-war When a Seaman Dies. 

When maritime Jack dies he is buried 
without much undue ceremony. A brief 
prayer, a shotted hammock, the lee rail, 
and allis over. But on board a ship-of- 
war a sailor’s funeral is pathetic in its 
dignified simplicity. No muster of the 
ship’s company is, naturally, so sad as 
this, and you can see it on the faces of 
all when the subdued shrilling of the 
bo’sw’n’s whistle is followed by the long 
drawn out and modulated call of ‘All 
hands bury the dead!” 

The men come aft quietly and take 
their alloted stations. To leeward, if it 
be at sea, or upon the port side of the 
quarter deck, if not in port, the seamen 
are ranged in the front rank; behind 


them are the ordinary seamen and in | 


the rear of both the apprentices and the 
landsmen. In the gangway forward of 
the mainmast on such ships as still have 
sail power senior petty officers stand at 
attention, Around the coffin, folded in 
the jack or national ensign, are grouped 
the pallbearers, selected usually from 
the dead man’s mess or gyin division, 
and close at hand, resting on arms, the 
marine guard is paraded. Nearest the 
coffin are the chaplain and the captain, 
and then in order of their rank stretch 
aft the other officers of the ship. 

The ensign at the peak or staff flutters 
tremblingly at half mast, and from over- 
head the yard and stay tackles swing 


lazily, ready to lift the coffin outboard.. 


When the weather permits the way of 
the ship is stopped, and, it may be, little 
flickers of idling steam curl upward and 
to leeward like incense, and the wind in 


the backed and fretting topsails mur- | 


murs a dirge. The order to ‘‘uncover” 
is passed gently, and while the beauti- 
ful words of the burial service are being 
read the hush of the living is. accen- 
tuated by the low accompaniments of sea 


sounds—by the rumple of eager waters | 


eddying sternward, and by the surging 
of the breeze in the hollows of the can- 
vas and through the rigging and gear, 


When the closing prayer is said, the | 


last blessing given, the tackles are 
manned, the coffin is stripped of its flags 
and slung in straps, and slowly, rever- 
ently is hoisted above the rail and clear 
of the ship until it is poised over the bil- 
lows. The marines load, aim, fire, in 


all three volleys, that. awaken rattling | 


echoes in the hidden spaces of the ship; 
the bugle sounds ‘‘taps” tenderly and 
sweetly, with a newer meaning of sleep 
and rest; the coffin swings further out 
and is lowered gently until the foam 
and spoondrift moisten it; the tackles 
are detached with sudden jerk, and in 
an instant the weighted box shoots 
downward, bedded in foam and bubbles, 
and all is over until the sea gives up the 
dead. 

In a little while the cheery whistles 
trill out a call to duty; the half masted 
ensign climbs to the dasher block; the 
ship is brought to her course, and dazedly 
the men take up the wearying routine 
of the lives so sadly broken. An un- 
usual quiet rests upon the vessel and 
around the mess tables, but in the groups 
gathered to smoke during the supper 
hour and after the hammocks are piped 
down the virtues—those heroic and 
honest sea virtues—of the dead sailor are 
recalled, and with a tenderness born of 
a comradeship closer than any other 
men except soldiers may know.—New 
York Tablet. 

SSHRC ELH 
The Wearing of Amulets. 

Who wore the first amulet it would be 
impossible to say, but the adoption of a 
talisman to ward off evil is of very 
ancient origin. 

Phylacteries, the Greek word for amu- 
lets, were worn by the Israelites, to 
which allusion is made in the Scriptures. 
These phylacteries were narrow strips 
of parchment on which were written 
passages from the Old Testament. A 
strip was placed in a small leathern box 
and bound to the left elbow by a narrow 
strap. There wasasmaller phylactery 
for the forehead, the box for which was 
about an inch square. 

The word amulet is of Arabic origin, 
and implies a thing suspended. Amulets 
were of various kinds. The moonstone 
found in the desert of Arabia was worn 
as a talisman against enchantment by 
the women, who suspended it around 
the neck. It was a white, transparent 
stone, the time for searching for it being 
midnight.—Detroit Free Press. 


An Unknown Wild Animal. 

Deer isle is disturbed greatly about an 
unknown wild animal which, it is 
claimed, has been around there several 
years, He has been seen by quite a 
number of persons at twilight or in the 
evening, and once or twice has been seen 
in the daytime, and is described as being 
about the size of a large dog, and some- 
what resembling both a dog and a cat, 
having # catlike head and tail, the tail be- 
ing long and the ears short. He has a 
most peculiar cry, something between a 
snarl and a growl, and persists in fol- 
lowing people along the road, especially 
in the evening. It does not molest any 
one, neither can it be frightened off, but 
will follow one along, keeping in the 
woods near the road and occasionally 
making its peculiar call. A few people 
think it to be a lynx which, in some 

‘manner, reached the island from the 
mainland on some ice.—Bangor (Me.)

The possibilities of a barber's life in 
the world’s metropolis are suggested 
by the following, which made a brave 
showing in a barber’s shop a few steps 
out of High Holborn (the last word being 
pronounced, by the way, with the first 
“‘o” long, and as though there were no 
“1” in it—Ho-burn): ‘Hair cutting, 6d.; 
shampooing, 6d.; shaving, 8d.; cleaning 
and scraping teeth, 6d.; hats blocked, 
8d. Double charge for ladies.”—London 
Cor. New York Tribune, 


Mirrors Many Years Ago. 

A historian has it that as early as four 
centuries before Christ these metal mir- 
rors were in such common use among 
the Romans that any maid servant could 
have as many as she could hang at her 
girdle, whigh probably accounts for the 
fact that they gradually fell into desue- 
tude among ladies of the higher classes 
and led to the introduction of substi- 
tutes. It is hardly to be supposed, how- 
ever, that it was this fact which induced 
some ingenious person so to cut and bur- 
hish the inside of drinking cups as to re- 
flect the face of the drinker many times 
in a highly warning manner. 

In addition to the small hand mirrors 
which it used to be the particular duty 
of some unfortunate yonng slave to hold 
before her mistress, there were panels of 
stone set in the walls and so highly pol- 
ished as to serve as mirrors. It was this 
use of dark stone that first suggested 
the use of glass for reflecting purposes, 
which according to Pliny, was first man- 
ufactured at the glass works of a gen- 
tleman named Sidon. Black glass was 
first used; afterward clear glass with 
black foil on the back replaced it. Pliny 
tells us all about this, and from this time 
on no mention is made of glass mirrors 
until the Thirteenth century, when a 
Franciscan monk, Johannes Peckham, 
speaks of mirrors, not only of polished 
marble and steel, but also of glass cov- 
ered with lead on the back. 

By this time the amalgam used in 
making glass mirrors was much like 
that of today, the difference being in the 
method of its application. The process 
was to spread tinfoil on a plain surface, 
to pour mercury over that and rub the 
two together with the hand or with a 
hare’s foot. The amalgam thus formed 
was then covered with paper, over 
which glass was laid. The paper was 
then withdrawn and weights pressed on 


| the glass, pressing out the excess.of mer- 


cury.—New York World, 


Didn’t. Know Its Value. 

A few days ago I met a man from Bal- 
timore who tried to persuade me that 
some people down that way do not know 
as much about things pertaining to civ- 
ilization as the average Indian does,.and 
he told me the story to proveit. Said 
he: “I'm very fond of horseback riding, 
and I go off on trips for a week some- 
times. On one of these journeys I 
stopped for a minute at a drug store in 
a Maryland village and flung the reins 
of my horse to a colored boy who was 
standing on the sidewalk. On return- 
ing I thanked thelad, handed him what I 
supposed to be cent and galloped away. 
Half an hour later I discovered that in- 
stead of acent I had given him a five 
dollar gold piece. I had not taken much 
money for my trip, and was quite a way 
from home, and I couldn’t spare my 
pocket piece just then; at least I didn’t 
want to, I turned back over the road 
and re-entered the shop. Said I, ‘Have 
you seen anything of the boy that held 
my horse here about an hour ago?’ 

“The druggist laughed. ‘I guess,’ said 
he, ‘1 know what you have come for. 
It’s a five dollar gold piece, isn’t it? 

“ «Yes,” said I, a little surprised. 

“Well, the boy came in here and 
showed it to me, and asked if I would 
give him a good cent for it, ‘‘’cause he 
didn’t know nuffin "bout dat kin’ o’ 
money.” I saw that there was a mistake 
and gave him a penny for it.’ 

“You can guess I was pretty glad at 
the amount of ignorance there was in 
the world just then.

; Chance in Religion. 

Perhaps it may seem only by forced 
analogy that the gambler’s infatuation 
can be compared to the superstitious 
awe of primitive religion, but one needs 
not to go back a long way in our own 
history to realize that they canbe traced 
toacommon source. In 1619 Thomas 
Gataker, a Puritan- minister, published 
his essay on ‘The Nature and Use of 
Lots,” in which, while arguing against 
it, he states the common belief to be as 
follows: 

“Lots may not be used but with great 
reverence, because the disposition of 
them cometh immediately from God. 
The nature of a lot, which is affirmed to 
bee a worke of God’s speciall and imme- 
diate providence, a sacred oracle, a di- 
vine judgment or sentence; the light use 
of it therefore to be an abuse of God's 
name, and soa sinne against the third 
commandment,” 

How deeply rooted in man’s mind the 
belief in divine interposition in such 
matters has been from early times is 
shown by the recourse having been had 
to lots in the first momentous act per- 
formed by the primitive Christian 
church—namely, the election of an apos- 
tle. Human direction was relied on 
so far as to reduce the number of candi- 
dates to two, the qualifications of whom 
were so evenly balanced that the de- 
cision between them was left to pure 
chance, to control which, as was be- 
lieved, supernatural interference might 
be looked for.—Blackwood’s Magazine. 


What American Painters Earn. 

Less than twenty years ago a member 
of the National Academy of Design de- 
tlared that he knew positively that there 
were but ten artists in New York who 
were making as much as $5,000 a year 
by their art. Timeshave changed. We 
hear a good deal about the craze for 
foreign pictures and the neglect of native 
painters, but all the same there are not 
a few of the natives who: are making a 
good living, and by the sale of their pict- 
ures too. 

Several are reputed to make $25,000 a 
year, and a good many live at a rate of 
at least $10,000 without falling into debt 
—belonging to clubs, owning country 
houses and yachts, paying exorbitant 
rents for studios and furnishing them 
with splendor. Some of the best paying 
commissions that local painters receive 
are those for panels, ceilings and other 
decorative work for New York houses. 
—New York Sun.

It is fre- 
quently ordered by physicians for per- 
sons consumptively inclined, for those 
with feeble digestions, for aged persons, 
and for those who suffer from impaired 
circulation, cold feet, and who feel ci illy 
from want of nutriment. 

No other article of food gives such 
satisfactory results. It is, hawever, ex- 
pensive in large cities, and difficult to 
get fresh and sweet. On a farm, how- 


ever, it can be had in its sweetness, and 
it can be freely used. Whipped, it can 
be served in dozens of ways, with fresh 


or stewed fruits, as an accompaniment 
to cake, puddings, and the like,-while 
cream can be drunk nearly as freely as 
milk. For use in whipping it should be 
thick and sweet, while for drinking it 
can be used after the milk has stood, at 
the most, but a few hours over night.— 
Jenness Miller’s Magazine.

Great Britain’s Slaves. 

The English people have always hada 
great deal to say about their aversion to 
slavery, but no worse system ever ex- 
isted in the world than that which pre- 
vails in some of the British colonies 
where cooly labor is employed. The 
coolies are indentured in India or China 
—that is, they are practically sold to the 
agent, who sells them again to planters. 
For a term of years, usually ten, they 
become the slaves of the planters; for 
petty offenses they are fined until they 
become hopelessly indebted to their 
owners; they are not allowed to leave 
the plantation without a pass, or if they 
do they are liable to arrest as runaways. 
During the last few years parliamentary 
investigations have greatly reduced the 
hardships of the unfortunate Hindoos, 
most of whom were drawn away from 
their native land by misrepresentations, 
but much still remains to be done, espe- 
cially in the mines of South Africa, be- 
fore the stigma of slavery can be erased 
from the British empire.—St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat.

Republican Rally. 


Great interest is being manifested by 
the Republicans in town in the issues of 
this campaign, and that they are alive to 
its importance is shown by the large 
numbers which attended the rally at Odd 
Fellows’ Hall, Tuesday evening. Among 
those who occupied seats with the speak- 
ers upon the platform were: Chairman 
E. W. Greene, Geo, E. Hathorn, T. K. 
Gilman, Chas. E, Stillings, Wm. J. Halli- 
day, Jr., Joseph 8, Sanborn, F. W. Fris- 
bee, T. P. Wills. Vocal selections with 
banjo accompaniment were given at in- 
tervals by the Orioles, a colored quin- 
tette of Lawrence,|who were several times 
encored, 

Shortly after eight o’clock Chairman 
Greene arose and introduced the first 
speaker of the evening, Mr. A. A. Carle- 
ton of Somerville. The speaker, who 
had spent the greater portion of his life 
in the labor movement, is himself a.work- 
ing man and was thus able to talk intelli- 
gently from that stand-point. Mr. Carle- 
ton believed in the uplifting of mankind 
and in .the institutions devoted to that 
purpose; in the sections where Republi- 
can principles ruled there were the peo- 
ple most intelligent, refined and pros- 
perous. In the South where Democracy 
had supreme control, negroes were con- 
sidered well paid at 40 cents per day. In 
13 Democratic states of the South, the 
sum of $53,000,000 was annually paid out 
as wages, while in one Northern city 
alone, Philadelphia under protection, 
$65,000,000 was annually received by lab- 
orers, and in Massachusetts, $148,000,000 
was paid yearly to the wage-earners 
where the majority of people are Repub- 
licans and supporters of protection. He 
believed that protection should be ex- 
tended. Under protection and Republi- 
can rule the people make great progress, 
and a higher grade of civilization is 
reached; where Democracy has full sway 
will be found low wages, crime and filth. 
Democratic rule is always followed by 
stagnation in business and reduction of 
wages, and civilization seeks a lower 
level. Mr. Carleton, to_whose remarks 
great attention was paid, was heartily 
applauded. 

Hon. W.S. Knox of Lawrence was an- 
nounced as the next speaker, Mr. Knox, 
who had delivered an address elsewhere 
the same evening and did not arrive un- 
til late, was greeted with great enthusi- 
asm upon his entrance, and when rising 
to speak, Mr, Knox exhorted those who 
had not yet been naturalized, to become 
citizens at once. Out of the union, 16 
states were for Cleveland, 10 of those 
sought to destroy this country and were 
overwhelmingly Democratic. The poor 
condition of the laborer there was then 
divided. Mr. Knox did not believe in 
sectionalism, The country would never 
be prosperous until there was protection 
to American labor. If there is to be no 
protective tariff then our goods must be 
sold in the open markets of the world, 
and this would reduce capital and labor. 
The cost of maintaining the government 
is $50,000, and this money must be raised; 
if the tax be removed from goods, it 
must be put on something else. The 
American manufacturer, together with 
the laborer, has created all we have and 
enjoy. Protective tariff must be main- 
tained by the whole country; all of the 
states would like free raw material, ex- 
ceptin that which they produce. The 
low financial condition of Lowell and 
Lawrence in ’57 was contrasted with their 
present prosperity under the protective 
tariff, Another plank of the Democratic 
platform was torn away when the state 
bank system was attacked and the reli- 
ability of the national banks against the 
state was most canvincingly demonstrat- 
ed. The question was asked by Mr. 
Knox if the present representative of this 
district to Congress had ever been asked 
if he believed in the national banks. The 
country is now, said the speaker in con- 
clusion, enjoying a period of prosperity 
unéqualled since the war. Wages are 
more and the cost of living less. -He-be- 
lieved in holding to what we have and 
sustaining the present president and ad- 
ministration.

Teachers’ Meeting. 


The regular monthly meeting of the 
teachers of the public schools was held 
last Friday afternoon at the Central 
Grammar School. All the teachers were 
present, and a'few interested friends. 

Two model lessons in{primary reading 
were given by Miss Battles of the Frye 
Village school and Miss McLeod of Ab- 
bott Village, with several pupils. Supt. 
Baldwin also gave a lecture on reading, 
an outline of which will be found below. 

Mr. John N. Cole of the Townsman 
was present, and in a few words ex- 
pressed to the teachers an offer for some 
English prizes, the facts of which and 
conditions will be found fully explained 
in another column. 

The offer was unanimously accepted b 
the teachers, and a vote of thanks ten- 
dered to Mr. Cole for the kind offer. 
After a few general remarks by the 
Superintendent to the teachers, the meet- 
ing adjourned, 

The following is an outline of Supt. 
Baldwin's lecture on first year reading: 

When the child enters school he has a 
good equipment of ideas. These he has 
been storing up for five or six years. 
The number and scope of these ideas de- 
pend upon his home environment and 
upon his ancestry. The first business of 
the primary teacher is to make the child 
feel at home in his new surroundings. 
The next is to study the child, find ont 
something of his physical, mental, and 
moral condition. The first lessons should 
be language lessons, conversational in 
character, and having for their subject 
an object, an animal, or a picture. The 
aim of these lessons should be to culti- 
vate powers of observation and expres- 
sion, After a few lessons of this charac- 
ter the children will be ready for reading. 
The first work should. be done with ob- 
jects, the teacher writing on the board 
what the children say, and then having 
them read the same.’ The Sentence and 
Word Method is recommended. The 
lessons given illustrate this method very 
fully. This blackboard work. should be 
continued about twenty weeks and then 
reading books may be taken. The main 
points throughout this work are to have 
the pupils know the words and get the 
thought. If they get the whole thought 
they will express it. The work should 
be characterized by interest amounting 
to enthusiasm, and a free expression of 
the whole thought and feeling.
